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must  have  direct  representation

The  Board  of  Trustees  passed 
a  motion  last  week  that  would  in 
essence  force  administrators  to 
seek  student  representation  on 
nearly  every  university-wide 
committee. 

At  last  Wednesday’s  Board  of 
Trustees  meeting.  Trustee  Phil 
Villers  pushed  through  a  motion 
that  would  require  the  administra¬ 
tion  to  attempt  to  gain  direct  stu¬ 
dent  representation  on  any 
committee  where  student  input  is 
helpful.  This  would  cover  nearly 
all  of  the  university’s  standing 
committees  except  those  that  deal 
with  such  items  contract 
negotiations. 

This  motion  came  after  Jim 
Smith,  the  undergraduate  Student 
Trustee,  stated  that  the  universi¬ 


ty  did  not  have  student  represen¬ 
tation  on  the  University  Council 
this  year. 

The  University  Council  is  a 
large  committee  that  deals  with 
crises  and  management  of  the  un- 
viersity.  The  council,  which  is 
made  up  of  students,  faculty,  and 
administrators,  will  be  going 
through  restructuring  next  year. 

During  the  Trustee’s  meeting. 
Smith  argued  that  even  though 
there  had  been  student  represen¬ 
tation  on  the  council  in  the  past, 
administrators  had  not  sought  stu¬ 
dent  participation  this  year.  When 
asked  if  he  thought  the  lack  of  stu¬ 
dent  representation  was 
deliberate,  Smith  stated,  “I 
believe  part  of  it  was  ignorance. 
But  part  of  it  must  have  been 
knowledgable  ignorance.” 


President  Hogan  apologized  to 
the  Trustees,  but  felt  that  it  was 
just  an  oversight. 

Associate  Vice-President  Leo 
King  went  on  to  say, “It  was  not 
intentional,”  and  that  it  happen¬ 
ed  as  an  oversight  probably  due 
to  time  constaints. 

King  went  on  to  say  that  four 
students  have  been  suggested  to 
University  Council  President 
James  Coates,  and  is  confident 
that  this  problem  will  not  recur. 

Smith  was  obviously  delighted 
by  the  passing  of  what  he  termed 
to  be  a  ‘monumental’  motion.  “It 
was  encouraging,”  he  said.  “I’m 
tired  of  fighting  for  what  should 
be  inherent  within  the  system.  It’s 
about  time  it  happened.  Now  we 
can  get  on  with  the  business  of 
running  the  university.”

SURANCE  TO  IMPACT 
ULOWELL  STUDENTS 
All  ULowell  students  will  be 
required  to  enroll  in  the  school’s 
group  insurance  plan  next  fall 
under  the  terms  of  the  new 
Statutory  Requirement  For  Man¬ 
datory  Student  Health  Insurance. 
This  plan  is  expected  to  cost  each 
student  and  additional  $200  to 
$350  a  year,  if  the  current  benefit 
requirements  are  maintained. 

Students  will  be  permitted  to 
waive  participation  in  the  plan  by 
filing  a  written  waiver  form, 
available  after  spring  break.  This 
waiver  form  will  require  confir¬ 
mation  that  the  student  has  com¬ 
parable  coverage  which  will  be  in 
effect  throughout  the  entire 
academic  year. 

Students  failing  to  file  the 
waiver  form  will  be  charged  for 
the  insurance,  without  exception.

President  Hogan 
has  told  the  Lowell  Sun  that  he 
felt  such  a  merge  would  be 
detrimental  to  the  University  of 
Lowell. 

If  so  many  people  are  against 
it,  why  is  it  being  taken  serious¬ 
ly?  Partly  because  Paul  Tsongas, 
our  former  Trustee  now  head  of 
the  Board  of  Regents,  has  stated 
the  structure  of  higher  education 
needs  to  be  overhauled  and  run 
like  a  business. 

ULowell  does  need  to  be 
upgraded.  We  need  to  appeal  to 
the  region  more  than  just  the 
Lowell  area.  We  need  to  fund  our 
soon-to-be  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  better  than  the  two  have 
been  funded  seperately.  We  need 
to  respond  much  better  to  the 
needs  of  the  students,  but  we 
don’t  need  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  to  do  this. 

On  March  14th,  the  regents 
will  make  a  decision  regarding 
the  future  of  Massachusetts’ 
higher  education. 

Will  Lowell  become  the  site  for 
UMass  North  Campus  or  will  we 
be  allowed  to  push  for  our  own 
individual  flavor  and  educational 
style? 

Some  say  the  snow  falls  hardest 
in  New  England  during  March.  I 
just  hope  the  Board  of  Regents  do 
not  become  snow-blind  and  allow 
the  UMass  proposal  to  go 
through.

same  man,  dressed  in  a  three- 
piece  suit,  knocking  on  doors, 
asking  questions  about  female 
residents,  and  entering  the 
women's  bathrooms.

Trust  fund 


controversy

In  an  attempt  to  restore  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  Commonwealth's 
public  higher  education  system, 
Joseph  A.  Langis,  Executive 
Director  of  the  State  Student 
Association,  urged  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Education,  _the 
Arts  and  Humanities  to  “resolve 
the  problems  and  controversies 
surrounding  the  Student  Trust 
Fund  issue. 

At  a  public  hearing  on  Feb.  23, 
Langis  addressed  the  need  for 
legislation  regulating  the  spen¬ 
ding  of  money  which  has  been  set 
aside  in  Student  Trust  Funds. 

These  Trust  Funds,  in  many 
cases,  have  been  treated  as 
discretionary  funds.  Langis  ex¬ 
pressed  a  growing  concern 
among  students  and  the  general 
public  that  funds  are  being 
distributed  without  proper  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  student  body’s 
wishes. 

“We  feel  that  common  sense 
and  ethical  standards  should  have 
dictated  this  spending,’’  he  said, 
adding  that  students  want  their 
voices  heard  in  the  legislative 
process. 

To  remedy  the  situation,  two 
bills  have  been  filed,  both  of 
which  were  referred  to  the  joint 
committee.  The  first  bill  calls  for 
an  annual  auditing  of  Special  trust 
funds  maintained  by  State  Col¬ 
leges  and  Universities.  “A  com¬ 
plete  financial  report  covering  all 
receipts  and  expenditures  for 
Special  trusts  and  gifts,  shall  be 
made  annually  to  the  Governor 
and  the  Genral  Court.’’ 

The  intent  of  this  legislation  is 
to  hold  Massachusetts  institutions 


of  higher  education  more  respon¬ 
sible  in  their  allocation  of  money 
from  Special  Trust  Funds.  The 
Board  of  Regents,  at  the  request 
of  new  chairman  Paul  Tsongas, 
have  created  a  commission  to 
recommend  specific  guidelines 
aimed  at  regulation  of  spending 
from  these'  funcfs . 

The  second  bill  required  that 
Trust  monies  be  audited  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  State  Auditor’s 
mandate,  which  that  office  is 
already  empowered  to  do. 

The  purpose  of  these  bills,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Langis,  is  “to 
demonstrate  to  (legislators)  the 
students’  concern  about  this  issue. 

Another  motive  behind  these 
actions  is  the  on-going  attempt  to 
give  state  higher  education  a 
facelift. 

Recent  concern  on  the  part  of 
the  Board  of  Regents  has  incited 
a  mammoth  campaign  to  improve 
the  image  of  public  colleges  and 
universities. 

Langis  reasoned  that  bad 
publicity  stirred  up  by  controver¬ 
sy  over  Student  Trusts  had 
damaged  the  public’s  opinion  of 
the  higher  education  system.  He 
told  members  of  the  joint  commit¬ 
tee,  “Public  education  has  a  black 
eye  which  must  be  repaired,’’  and 
indicated  that  by  passing  the  pro¬ 
posed  legislation,  they  would  help 
to  restore  confidence  in  the 
system. 

Langis  applauded  the  commit¬ 
tee  for  recognizing  the  need  for 
regulation  of  discretionary  spen¬ 
ding,  and  commended  Paul 
Tsongas  for  diagnosing  the  pro¬ 
blem  and  taking  steps  to  resolve 
it. 
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Michelle  Shocked  rocks  a  campus

Michelle  Shocked  studied  at  the 
University  of  Texas  in  Austin,  but 
picked  up  knowledge  UT  pro¬ 
fessors  were  not  necessarily  im¬ 
parting. 

“college  is  a  time  when  you’re 
learning  there’s  a  lot  more  than 
they’re  telling  you,’’  said  Shock¬ 
ed,  the  East  Texas  singer- 
songwriter-performer  whose 
1988  album  “Short  Sharp  Shock¬ 
ed’’  is  a  big  hit  these  days  on 
campuses  across  the  country. 

“Short  Sharp  Shocked’’  may 
be  more  than  just  a  popular 
album,  however.  Along  with 
Tracy  Chapman,  Shocked  is  one 
of  the  new,  unabashedly  leftist 
folk  rock  voices  that  have  risen 
incongruously  toward  the  end  of 
this  conservative  decade. 

Though  most  of  the  songs  on 
the  album  aren’t  overtly  political, 
except  for  “Graffiti  Limbo,” 
about  a  New  York  graffiti  artist 
who  died  in  police  custody, 
Shocked ’s  onstae  patter  revolves 
around  denunciations  of  sexism, 
racism  and  militarism. 

From  there  she  talks  about  her 
concern  for  the  environment,  and 
ending  homelessness  and 
poverty. 

Even  the  album’s  cover  photo 
establishes  her  dissident  image,  it 
features  Shocked  grimacing  as 


San  Frncisco  police  arrested  her 
at  a  protest  during  the  1984 
Democratic  convention. 

Nevertheless,  these  days 
Shocked  finds  herself  working  for 
Polygram,  one  of  the  world’s 
largest  record  labels.  The  com¬ 
pany,  she  says,  provides  her  with 
the  resources  to  reach  a  large  au¬ 
dience  and  the  freedom  to  convey 
her  message  undiluted.  “I  don’t 
know  if  i  can  do  anything  within 
the  system,”  Shocked  explained. 
“But  I  gotta  try.” 

In  March  and  April  she’ll  tour 
the  United  States,  and  expects  to 
hit  several  college  towns,  though 
not  colleges  themselves. 

She  won’t  play  colleges, 
Shocked  says,  because  collegians 
too  often  form  “radical  ghet- 
toes,”  impressing  each  other  with 
their  political  correctness  but  not 
taking  their  messae  to  places 
where  it’s  seldom  heard. 

“When  they  leave  they’re  like 
Peach  Corp  volunteers  in  their 
own  country.  I  tell  ’em  to  go  to 
rural  Arkansas  and  places  like 
that,”  she  said.  “There’s  lots  of 
work  for  them  to  do  there.” 

Years  of  living  in  Europe 
schooled  her  in  “opposition 
politics,”  trying  to  use  the  system 
to  point  out  its  flaws.  In  recent 
months,  for  example,  she’s 
played  benefits  for  the  Christie 


Institute,  a  Washington,  D.C., 
public  interest  group  that  has  fil¬ 
ed  suit  claiming  contra  leaders 
and  their  American  supporters 
are  connected  to  drug  running 
and  terrorism. 

She  says  her  roots  are  in 
America’s  counterculture  tradi¬ 
tion,  which  includes  not  only 
protest-singing  beatniks  but  also 
songwriters  like  Leadbelly,  Guy 
Clark,  Townes  Van  Zandt  and 
hardcore  bands  like  the  Circle 
Jerks  and  the  dead  Kennedy s. 

“It’s  real  subversive  music,” 
she  said,  “unlike  bands  like  Guns 
’N  Roses  and  other  commercial 
stuff.  The  only  thing  they  rock  is 
the  cash  box.” 

Shocked,  who’s  as  much  a 
political  activist  as  she  is  a  musi¬ 
cian,  says  her  time  at  college 
helped  spark  her  intellectual 
curiosity  but  didn't  satisfy  it.  “I 
had  all  these  hunches,  but  I  didn’t 
have  the  knowledge  to  speak  ar¬ 
ticulately  about  them,”  she  said. 

That’s  no  problem  now  for 
Shocked,  wo,  unlike  the  more 
overtly  political  Chapman,  ar¬ 
ticulates  her  hunches  and  ex¬ 
periences  into  songs  that  for 
many  students  have  become  per¬ 
sonal  soundtracks.  “I  tell 
stories,”  Shocked  explained. 
“They’re  very  political.  It’s  just

29  University  of  Lowell 
students  visited  Montreal  this  past 
weekend  finding  both  wild,  un¬ 
thought  of  excitement,  and  a 
relaxing,  soothing  vacation. 

The  trip,  which  was  sponsored 
by  the  Activities  Commission, 
had  all  the  ingredients  of  failure: 
a  five  hour  ride  over  roads  where 
frost  heaves  made  natural  speed 
bumps,  one  toilet  and  18  cases  of 
Hires  Root  Beer,  and  continuous 
droning  of  the  same  four  casset¬ 
tes  over  the  bus’  sound  system 
because  no  one  thought  to  bring 
any  tapes  for  the  snowy  ride.

are  restaurants,  cinemas,  stores, 
and  newsstands  at  almost  every 
stop.  Some  stops  exit  into  Aarge 
malls  where  you  can  shop  the  en¬ 
tire  day  within  the  six-story 
structure. 

The  vacationer  will  also  want 
to  stop  at  some  of  the  parks  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  and  visit  the 
buidlings  within  “old  Montreal” 
as  well  as  the  architecture  used  in 
the  old  churches  throughout 
Montreal. 

During  summer  months,  Mon¬ 
treal  offers  the  amusement  park 
“Man  and  His  World.”  These 
are  the  attractions  built  for  the 
World  Expo  in  the  early  sixties. 

For  the  holiday  traveller,  no 
trip  to  Montreal  can  be  complete 
without  a  stop  at  the  Vieux 
Munich.  The  Old  Munich  is  a 
german-style  restaurant  that  of¬ 
fers  several  bands  during  the 
night,  lots  of  beer,  good  food, 
and  big  prices.  But  just  taking 
pan  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  Old 
Munich  is  worth  the  cost. 

For  the  thrill-seeking  crowd, 
Montreal  offers  drinking  until 
four  in  the  morning.  With  that  in 
mind,  the  Metropolis  and  the 
Canadian  version  of  Cheers  offer 
some  good  drinking  holes  where 
it  is  not  unusual  to  see  the  bar¬ 
maids  belt  down  a  few  shots  try¬ 
ing  to  keep  up  with  the  customers 
and  stories  have  circulated  about 
the  man  who  drank  a  flaming 
Sambucca  through  a  straw.

She  fled  to  Europe,  again  set¬ 
tling  in  with  the  squatter  move¬ 
ment  in  Amsterdam.  “They  say 
’  America-Love  it  or  leave  it.  ’  So 
I  left.” 

And  although  she  has  fond 
memories  of  the  friends  and  com¬ 
munities  she  found,  much  of  the 
expatriate’s  romance  faded  when 
she  was  raped  in  Italy.  In  1986, 
Shocked  decided  to  come  home  to 
Texas  for  a  visit  and  to  attend  the 
Kerrville  Folk  Festival,  a  laid 
back  Mayfest  sh’d  always  loved. 

At  Kerrville,  Shocked  was 
“discovered”  by  British  music 


entrepreneur  Pete  Lawrence  in 
what  could  best  be  described  as 
a  punk-folk  fairy  tale. 

Lawrence  recorded  Shocked 
and  the  background  crickets  at 
one  of  the  festival’s  ubiquitous 
late-night  campfires  on  his 
Walkman.  He  returned  to  London 
and  released  what  became  known 
as  “The  Texas  Campfire  Tapes.  ” 
It  became  a  big  underground  hit, 
and  led  to  a  contract  with 
Polygram. 

Although  her  permanent  ad¬ 
dress  is  still  a  houseboat  in  Lon¬ 
don,  Shocked  says  she’ll  spend  a 
lot  more  time  in  the  United  States 
performing  and  recording. 

“I  felt  like  I’d  come  to  a  dead 
end,”  she  said.  “And  now, 
without  compromising  myself  in 
any  way.  I’ve  been  given  a  bar¬ 
relful  of  resources.” 

This  way,  Shocked  explained, 
she  can  help  people  “learn  about 
what’s  going  on  in  their  country. 
Students  are  at  a  time  where  they 
need  to  take  the  time  to  learn 
about  what’s  going  on  and  about 
dissent.  Dissent  can  make  you 
more  articulate.”

The  Office  of  Residence  Life  is 
proud  to  announce  two  special 
“Living  and  Learning’’  housing 
programs  beginning  this  fall.  The 
two  programs  will  be  in  one  of 
the  new  suite  style  residence  halls 
which  will  open  in  September  of 
1989.  These  programs  are  part  of 
a  university-wide  mission  to 
diversify  student  life  oppor¬ 
tunities  at  the  University  of 
Lowell. 

One  program,  the  “Model 
League  of  Nations’’,  is  part  of  an 
award  winning  academic  pro¬ 
gram  in  the  Political  Science 
Department.  Professor  Dean 
Bergeron  is  the  faculty  advisor  to 
this  program  which  simulates  in¬ 
ternational  relations.  The  pro¬ 
gram  includes  a  nationwide 
competition  where  each  com¬ 
peting  college  or  university  is 
assigned  a  country  and  must  plan 
policies  and  activities  which 
simulate  that  country’s  positions. 
This  year,  the  University  of 
Lowell  has  been  chosen  to 
simulate  the  nation  of  Israel.  In 
several  past  competitions  the 
University  of  Lowell  contingent 


has  won  awards  including  “Best 
Overall’’. 

Prof.  Bergeron  explains  that 
the  program  “allows  students  to 
gain  practical  experience  and 
theoritical  knowledge  in  interna¬ 
tional  relations’’.  He  looks  for¬ 
ward  to  having  the  students  living 
in  residence  because  it  will  enable 
them  to  better  simulate  relations, 
“By  living  closely  together,  the 
students  will  have  more  oppor¬ 
tunities  to  plan,  test,  and  imple¬ 
ment  various  stategies.’’ 

The  second  program  is  based 
on  the  idea  of  cultural  pluralism. 
Pluralism  as  a  social  condition,  as 
defined  by  the  Committee  on 
Minority  Life  and  Education  at 
Brown  University,  is  “that  state 
of  affairs  in  which  several  distinct 
ethnic,  religious,  and  racial  com¬ 
munities  live  side  by  side,  will¬ 
ing  to  affirm  each  other’s  dignity, 
ready  to  benefit  from  each  other’s 
experience,  and  quick  to 
acknowledge  each  other’s  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  common  welfare. 
Pluralism  is  different  from  the 
contemporary  concept  of  “diver¬ 
sity’’  in  which  individuals  from 


various  groups  are  merely  pre¬ 
sent,  just  as  it  differs  from  the 
idea  of  “integration’’  in  which 
minority  individuals  are  asked, 
explicitly  or  implicitly,  to  aban¬ 
don  their  cultural  identity  in  order 
to  merge  into  the  majority  com¬ 
munity’’.  The  idea  for  this  pro¬ 
gram  has  been  developed  in  part 
through  the  New  England  Board 
of  Higher  Education  which  con¬ 
siders  pluralism  an  important  ele¬ 
ment  in  higher  education. 

The  “Cultural  Pluralism’’  pro¬ 
gram  will  have  students  from 
throughout  the  world  living  in 
common  suites.  Ideally,  no  two 
students  with  the  same  ethnic  or 
racial  background  will  reside  in 
the  same  suite.  A  faculty  advisor 
will  soon  be  named  for  this  pro¬ 
gram  and  this  person  will  work 
closely  with  the  various  groups. 
Larry  Siegel,  the  Director  of 
Residence  Life,  is  excited  about 
the  new  program,  “A  pluralistic 
living-learning  environment  such 
as  this  will  capitalize  on  the  op¬ 
portunity  for  the  sharing  and  lear¬ 
ning  that  can  only  be  derived 
from  personal  experiences.  This 


program  will  be  designed  to 
enhance  participants  identity  with 
their  own  heritage  or  “roots”  and 
develop  a  sincere  appreciation 
and  kinship  for  those  of  different 
lifestyles  and  backgrounds.” 

Both  programs  meet  two  im¬ 
portant  goals  of  the  university;  to 
increase  student  life  opportunities 
and  to  bring  faculty  in  closer  con¬ 
tact  with  students  in  non- 
academic  settings.  While  Prof. 
Bergeron’s  program  is  closely 
related  to  the  academic  plans  of 
the  students,  the  program  is  an 
extracurricular  activity. 

The  students  who  get  involved 
in  this  program  will  receive  hous¬ 
ing  assignments  on  the  fifth  floor 
of  the  new  residence  hall  on  the 
north  campus.  Depending  upon 
total  participation,  there  may  also 
be  other  non-participating 
students  on  the  floor.  The  floor 
will  also  have  a  residence  life 
staff  member  working  in  close 
contact  to  help  all  people  involv¬ 
ed.  Interested  students  should  at¬ 
tend  an  informational  meeting  on 
Wednesday,  March  15,  1989  at 
5  p.m.  in  the  Rathskellar  in  Fox 
Hall.  Refreshments  will  be 
served.

Where  do  we  stand? 

This  week  down  at  the  State  House  in  Boston,  the  state 
legislature  is  making  budget  cuts  for  the  next  fiscal  year.  Among 
things  being  cut  are  funds  for  the  State  College  and  University 
system.  In  the  Board  of  Regents’  proposal  for  funding,  the 
University  of  Lowell  was  given  priority  over  some  of  the  smaller 
colleges  around  the  state.  For  many  years  ULowell  suffered  on 
a  skeleton  budget  until  Paul  Tsongas  (among  others)  worked 
very  hard  to  increase  its  funding.  Now  it  looks  like  ULowell  may 
be  put  on  the  back  burner  again. 

Whether  or  not  most  of  us  realize  it,  the  University  of  Lowell 
is  very  special,  and  different  in  a  few  ways  than  any  of  the  other 
schools,  public  or  private,  in  both  Massachusetts  and  New 
England.  ULowell  is  one  of  the  few  institutions  in  the  world  with 
a  nuclear  reactor.  Very  few  of  us  really  know  what  it  is  used 
for  or  how  it  operates,  but  we  should  know  that  it  makes  us  very 
unique.  Our  College  of  Engineering  is  world  reknowned  and 
attracts  people  from  around  the  world  to  attend  school  here. 
The  College  of  Music  used  to  have  a  top  notch  reputation. 
Though  still  very  good,  it  has  lost  some  luster  because  of  poor 
funding. 

What  direction  is  ULowell  going  to  take?  I  wish  we  could 
definitely  answer  that  it  will  be  a  positive  one,  but  there  is  no 
evidence  that  this  will  be  the  case.  The  administration  continues 
to  assure  us  that  it  will,  but  their  efforts  will  be  constrained  by 
the  state’s  fiscal  crisis.  Right  now  it  looks  like  our  great  Col¬ 
lege  of  Engineering  may  lose  its  accredidation  in  June,  or  be 
placed  on  probation.  It’s  not  due  to  programmming  because 
our  courses  are  nationally  respected.  It  is  due  to  poor  funding. 
That,  to  me,  would  be  a  major  setback  in  the  development  of 
the  university.  If  there  are  any  measures  we  could  take  to  pre¬ 
vent  that  from  happening,  I  hope  we  act  on  them. 

This  is  happening  right  now,  yet  funding  for  the  university 
is  still  being  cut.  Granted,  everyone  must  be  cut  in  some  ways, 
but  from  what  I  have  seen  and  heard  from  people  who  look  at 
the  facts  and  figures,  ULowell  is  being  cut  signifigantly  more 
than  other  colleges  around  the  state.  It  looked  like  ULowell  was 
finally  going  to  get  some  of  the  things  it  desperately  needs  to 
make  it  a  top  notch  university.  Remember  hearing  about  all  of 
the  millions  of  dollars  Mike  Dukakis  was  going  to  give  us?  What 
a  crock!  It  is  all  but  gone.  We  never  received  most  of  it  and 
likely  never  will.  But  even  beyond  that,  some  schools  around 
the  state  are,  for  some  reason,  still  getting  more  funding  per 
capita  than  the  University  of  Lowell.  These  schools  are  smaller 
in  numbers  of  students,  facilities,  capabilities,  and  reputation, 
but  they  continue  to  get  more  money  anyway.  Maybe  someone 
down  at  the  State  House  could  explain,  or  at  least  rationalize 
to  us  why  this  is  happening. 

As  long  as  the  University  of  Lowell  is  not  a  priority  to  the  peo¬ 
ple  down  in  Boston,  it  will  never  receive  the  funding,  attention, 
or  reputation  that  it  truly  deserves.  Many  of  you,  if  you  even 
read  this,  may  wonder, “What  does  this  have  to  do  with  me?” 
It  directly  and  indirectly  affects  all  students  in  many  ways.  This 
year,  because  of  budget  cuts,  we  have  seen  approximatly  445 
sections  of  various  classes  cancelled.  Most  of  this  can  be  direct¬ 
ly  attributed  to  the  budget  cuts.  Another  never-ending  issue  for 
students  is  parking.  There  are  plans  for  four  parking  garages 
on  campus.  The  administration  has  not  made  it  a  priority  of  late 
to  follow  through  on  those  facilities.  Delays  are  also  partly  due 
to  the  lack  of  funds  to  begin  construction  of  these  facilities. 

Someone  has  to  take  some  initiative  to  see  that  this  school 
starts  getting  some  of  the  recognition  that  it  deserves,  as  well 
as  the  funding.  The  administration  can  plan  all  they  want,  but 
if  they  don't  see  action  on  Beacon  Hill,  then  it  is  all  for  naught. 
Just  remember;  through  all  of  these  fiscally  hard  times,  the  man 
behind  it  all  is  the  same  man  some  of  you  wanted  for  Presi¬ 
dent  not  too  long  ago.

Isn’t 
that  more  important  than  trying  to 
find  a  parking  space?  Tell  ad¬ 
ministration  officials  no  more!

All 
University  of  Lowell  students 
should  take  the  initiative  and  end 
this  nonsense  once  and  for  all!

No  money  here,  Senator  Kraus 


I  am  writing  to  you  as  Co- 
Chairman  of  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee,  so  that  you  might  have 
some  “real  world”  feedback 
from  people  who  are  making  the 
Massachusetts  miracle  happen. 
Cutbacks  in  the  Massachusetts 
state  budget  are  not  only 
welcome,  they  are  long  overdue. 
Taking  the  easy  route  by  cutting 
higher  education  funding,  instead 
of  those  items  which  are  near  and 
dear  to  the  hearts  of  those  who 
maintain  power  by  spendig  so¬ 
meone  else’s  money  is  a  form  of 
fiscal  mismanagement  which  this 
state  can  no  longer  tolerate. 

I  have  been  associated  with  a 
Fortune  500  manufacturing  com¬ 
pany  which  is  located  domestical¬ 
ly  only  in  Massachusetts.  This 
company  saw  first  hand  just  what 
“Team  Japan”  can  do  in  terms  of 
taking  away  market  share.  The 
company  engaged  them  by  im¬ 
plementing  new  manufacturing 
techhnology  including  robotic 
automation  in  order  to  reduce 
costs,  to  improve  quality  and  to 
increase  market  share  and  profit, 
thereby  increasing  the  number  of 
Massachusetts  Taxpayers  on  the 
payroll.  In  a  period  of  two  years, 
the  section  with  which  I  was 
associated  recruited  five  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Lowell  graduating 
engineers.  Because  of  their 
education  in  Plastics  Engineering, 
Industrial  Technology,  Manufac¬ 
turing  Engineering  and  Elec¬ 
tronics  Engineering  they 
contributed  greatly  to  the  success 
of  this  effort. 

The  present  budget  crisis  in 
Massachusetts  is  not  the  fault  of 
those  seeking  public  higher 
education  in  Massachusetts.  It  is 


also  not  the  fault  of  American  in¬ 
dustry,  which  is  just  now  begin¬ 
ning  to  realize  the  implications  of 
playing  in  a  world  wide  market 
where  foreign  governments  are 
the  allies  of  the  sources  of  na¬ 
tional  economic  well  being. 

The  fault  is  clearly  due  to  poor 
management  at  the  State’s  Ex¬ 
ecutive  and  Legislative  branches 
of  government.  Unrealistic  pro¬ 
jections  and  armies  of  “con¬ 
sultants”  are  problems  which 
government  must  do  something 
about.  Port  barrel  programs, 
special  interests  and  a  tangled,  in¬ 
effective  bureaucracy  need  to  be 
addressed.  Instead,  the  same  poor 
management  is  going  after  the 
“easy”  pickings,  the  higher 
education  budget.  This  careless 
approach  to  cutting  without 
understanding  subsequent 
ramifications  is  symptomatic  of 
the  lack  of  management  experitise 
in  state  government.  It  certainly 
makes  more  sense  to  zero  base 
budget  the  consultant  account  and 
to  require  that  every  such  position 
be  financially  justified  by  the  in¬ 
dividual  requestors. 

It  may  be  presumptuous  of  me 
to  assume  that  I  know  where  cuts 
can  reasonably  be  made,  not 
havig  seen  the  specific  line  items, 
however,  I  have  budgeted  many 
times  in  private  business  and  I 
know  that  contingencies  are  often 
employed  in  a  number  of  line 
items.  Here  again,  it  would  re¬ 
quire  real  time  professional 
management  to  reduce  or 
eliminate  these  contingencies  and 
then  manage  the  line  items 
throughout  the  fiscal  year.  The 
management,  elected  and  ap¬ 
pointed,  should  be  challenged  to 


perform  the  function  for  which 
they  were  hired. 

The  recent  press  releases  con¬ 
cerning  a  proposal  to  sell  State 
School  property  on  Buzzards  Bay 
and  in  downtown  Boston  to 
establish  an  operating  fund  to 
bridge  years  such  as  this  is  also 
not  an  answer.  I  beleive  that  if 
such  monies  are  ever  ac¬ 
cumulated,  they  will  be  short  liv¬ 
ed  and  will  be  used  to  bail  out  the 
general  fund  the  next  time  an  ad¬ 
ministration  or  the  legislature 
over  extend  the  state’s  financial 
credibility.  Remember  the  Sales 
Tax  and  what  it  was  supposed  to 
do?  Remember  the  lottery  and 
how  those  funds  were  to  be  us¬ 
ed?  This  state  government  has 
historically  not  been  able  to  keep 
its  fiscal  promises  to  the  tax¬ 
payers.  One  of  the  major 
philosophies  of  higher  public 
education  is  to  bring  education  to 
the  communities.  This  philosophy 
allows  those  who  would  other¬ 
wise  not  have  the  opportunity  for 
higher  education  to  participate  in 
their  neighborhoods.  Consolida¬ 
tion  of  locations  is  contrary  to  that 
philosophy. 

Please  carry  this  message  to  the 
entire  legislature  and  let’s  stop  the 
assault  on  the  future  fiscal  well 
being  on  the  Commonwealth 
through  this  attack  on  higher 
public  education. 

I  will  be  sharing  this  leter  with 
the  public  higher  education  stu¬ 
dent  associations,  alumni  associa¬ 
tions,  industry  and  elected 
officials.  This  issue  is  too  impor¬ 
tant  to  allow  it  to  be  decided  in 
back  rooms  by  those  of  little 
vision.

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Read  ‘Satanic  Verses’

Boston  -  It  is  peculiarly  fitting 
that  Salman  Rushdie  should  have 
opened  his  novel  with  a  terrorist 
fantasy.  At  the  outset  of  “The 
Satanic  Verses,”  two  Indian-born 
men  are  tumbling  29,000  feet 
from  a  hijacked  plane  that  breaks 
apart  over  England. 

In  the  real  world,  the  jumbo  jet 
has  become  a  most  familiar  and 
symbolic  target.  The  flying  co¬ 
coon  that  allows  us  to  pass  over 
the  turmoil  of  the  world  sipping 
wine  and  watching  movies  has 
made  an  easy  hit  for  those  who 
want  to  reach  around  the  world 
and  explode  our  sense  of  security. 


Now  Rushdie  himself  is  a 
target  for  one  of  the  great  “isms” 
of  the  world  that  has  rationalized 
its  beliefs  into  terror-ism.  The 
theocrat  of  Iran  has  sent  a 
message  across  borders  and 
cultures.  He  has  put  out  a  contract 
for  the  murder  of  the  novelist  as 
retribution  for  the  crime  of 
blasphemy.  The  leaders  of 
Western  Europe  have  responded 
by  closing  embassies,  outposts  of 
their  civilizations,  saying  they  do 
not  deal  with  hit  men. 

If  Rushdie  were  not  at  the  ter¬ 
rifying  epicenter  of  this  furor  it 
is  the  sort  of  event  he  might  write 
about,  even  create:  An  Islam- 
born  author  condemned  by 
Muslims  who  haven’t  read  his 
novel  and,  indeed,  refuse  to  read 
it.  Riots  in  Pakistan  that  threaten 
a  Radcliffe-and  Oxford-educated 
prime  minister  because  she 
doesn’t  join  the  call  to  kill  the 
author.  The  unbelieving  West  in 
conflict  with  the  true-believing 
Mideast.  A  cultural  standoff. 

There  is  more  than  a  small 
irony  to  this  most-talked-about, 
least-read  novel.  Rushdie’s  ex¬ 
travagant  fantasy  explores  the 
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before  you  kill  Rushdie 


conflicts  between  the  values  of 
belief  and  skepticism.  He  lays  out 
the  struggles  between  the  comfort 
and  rigidity  of  religious 
fanaticism,  and  the  freedom  and 
struggle  of  religious  doubt. 

“The  Satanic  Verses”  wallows 
in  just  the  kind  of  ambivalence 
that  an  author  can  explore  only 
under  the  luxurious  rules  of 
tolerance.  This  ambivalence  is,  as 
well,  the  first  victim  of  ab¬ 
solutists. 

But  the  fine  points  of  literary 
and  cultural  debate  are  lost  in  the 
current  drama.  It  has  become  a 
much  simpler  story  of  life  and 
death.  Not  a  literary  work  but  a 
potboiler  starring  a  man  of  words 
threatened  by  an  international 
gang  of  murderers.  It’s  another 
moment  when  we  see,  crystal- 
clear,  how  vulnerable  civilization 
is  to  violence,  as  vulnerable  as  the 
questing  mind  is  to  a  bullet. 

Our  world  is  divided  into  haves 
and  have-nots:  Those  who  have 
and  have  not  freedom  of  speech. 
Those  who  have  and  have  not 
tolerance.  Those  who  have  and 
have  not  an  abiding  belief  in  the 
right  to  think  for  yourself. 


The  leaders  of  Iran  are  not  the 
only  ones  who  regard  an  open 
mind  as  a  festering  sore.  We  have 
had  our  own  running  arguments 
with  those  who  define  skeptics  as 
heretics.  There  are  more  than  a 
few  Americans  who  would  de¬ 
fend  The  Book  by  banning  books. 
Ask  about  them  at  the  library  or 
the  school  board  meeting. 

Those  who  led  the  charge 
against  the  American  film,  “The 
Last  Temptation  of  Christ,”  were 
no  less  certain  than  the  Ayatollah 
that  their  religion  had  been 
slandered.  Nor  were  they  more 
likely  to  have  seen  the  movie  than 
the  rioters  were  to  have  read  the 
book.  But  our  laws  and  tradition 
protect  the  right  to  doubt  in 
public,  to  air  our  imaginings,  to 
question  everything  out  loud. 

How  do  we  protect  those  cool 
rights  in  a  world  full  of  passionate 
beliefs?  How  do  we  defend  the 
right  to  doubt  when  it  is  attacked 
by  murderous,  even  suicidal,  cer¬ 
tainties?  How  do  we  protect 
civilization  against  its 
discontents.  We’ve  struggled 
with  this  issue  on  foreign  Tar¬ 
macs  and  airports  and  Lebanese 


apartments. 

That  is  what’s  at  stake  in  the 
Rushdie  story.  Swiftly  and  in  rare 
unison,  the  heads  of  state  in 
Europe  isolated  Iran.  Even  in 
America,  where  the  government 
response  has  been  late,  the  public 
reaction  has  been  strong.  The 
bookstore  chains  that  took 
Rushdie’s  novel  off  their  shelves 
have  received  more  criticism  for 
cowardice  than  praise  for 
prudence.  So  have  the  publishers, 
far  too  slow  to  protest. 

This  is  one  of  those  moments 
of  consensus  about  what  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  us.  Salman  Rushdie  wrote 
extravagantly  about  the  cultural 
cross-fire  of  his  life  and  then  got 
caught  in  the  real  thing.  As  the 
target  of  fanaticism,  he  is  making 
Western  countries  stand  up  with 
certainty  for  the  right  to  doubt. 

There  is  a  moment  in  the  novel 
when  one  of  Rushdie’s  characters 
mimics  the  voice  of  the 
Ayathollah:  “...Iflwas  God,  l‘d 
cut  the  imagination  right  out  of 
people.”  In  that  attempt,  Iran  has 
ignited  a  rare  international  inci¬ 
dent  in  defense  of  something  the 
West  holds  sacred:  the  freedom 
to  imagine. 


Political  science  classes  need  a  broader  scope 


By  the  time  this  is  printed,  the 
nomination  of  John  Tower  to  the 
post  of  defense  secretary  will 
have  gone  down  to  defeat.  There 
have  been  many  theories  as  to  the 
reasons  why;  drinking,  womaniz¬ 
ing  (whatever  the  hell  that 
means),  and  conflict  of  interest 
are  among  the  most  fashionable, 
of  course  there  is  one  reason  that 
seems  to  be  the  most  clear,  but  it 
is  lost  on  the  left-wing  establish¬ 
ment  on  South  Campus:  pure  par¬ 
tisan  politics. 

I  made  the  mistake  of  bringing 
up  the  remote  possibility  of  par¬ 
tisanship  rearing  its  ugly  head  in 
a  political  science  class  last  week. 
I  brought  to  everyone’s  attention 
the  fact  that  the  vote  in  the  Senate 
Armed  Services  committee  was 
11-9,  and  was  split  perfectly 
down  party  lines.  Chuckles  and 
rolls  of  the  eyes  were  the  order 
of  the  day  from  the  political 
science  cogniscenti;  something 
that  we  Republicans  who  are  not 
inhibited  to  speak  have  gotten  us¬ 
ed  to  down  there.  I  was  remind¬ 
ed  by  the  firebrands  of  liberalism 
(whose  friendship  I  hope  to  retain 
after  this  article  is  published)  that 
obviously  the  Republicans  would 
vote  for  Tower  because  he  is  a 
paradigm  of  the  military- 
industrial  complex,  and  that  he 
would  stand  up  for  the  scandal 
and  conflict  of  interest  that  we 
have  come  to  expect  from  the 
Pentagon  these  days. 

But  the  arguments  against  the 
Democrats  are  so  strong  that  one 
wonders  why  they’ve  been  ig¬ 
nored.  Tower  has  extensive  ex¬ 
perience  in  defense  procurement 
(George  Will  said  the  most  of  any 
past  secretary-and  got  no  argu¬ 
ment  from  the  three  liberal 
panelists  on  the  Brinkley  show 
this  past  Sunday),  and  was 
himself  the  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  that  is  now  trying  to  deep- 
six  him.  Tower  has  taken  a 
pledge  not  to  drink  for  the  tenure 
of  his  service,  and  has  pointed  out 
that  he  is  a  single  man,  so  what  s 
all  the  fuss  about  him  seeing 
women? 

The  arguments  against  him 
from  the  students  and  teachers 
here  border  on  humorous.  To 


hear  a  college  student  complain¬ 
ing  about  somebody  else’s  pro¬ 
pensity  to  drink  is  the  funniest  of 
all.  Some  of  these  people’s  idea 
of  “when  to  say  when”  is  when 
they  hit  the  floor.  The  professors 
are  not  exempt  from  this,  either, 
many  of  their  formative  years 
coincided  witht  he  time  that  drop¬ 
ping  acid  replaced  baseball  as  the 
national  pastime.  The  womaniz¬ 
ing  argument  is  silly  on  its  face. 
These  are  the  same  people  who 
rallied  behind  Gary  Hart's  right 
to  carouse. 

So  we  came  to  the  main  reason 
why  my  compadres  on  South  do 
not  like  John  Tower:  because  he 
is  a  member  of  the  defense 
“power  elite”.  He  is  a  conser¬ 
vative,  a  capitalist,  and  is  pro¬ 
defense.  And  all  of  the  young, 
impressionable  left-wingers  know 
that  we  can’t  have  that! 


That  is  the  problem  on  South 
Campus.  Very  few  of  the  political 
science  majors  can  view  things  as 
they  are,  because  these  students 
look  from  an  “alternative”,  or 
“radical'’  perspective  w'hich  ig¬ 
nores  some  of  the  most  basic 
tenets  of  American  politics. 

The  Tower  nomination  is  one 
example  of  this.  The  vote  which 
went  strictly  down  party  lines 
should  have  rung  a  bell  in 
everybody’s  head  (or  hit  them 
with  a  hammer)  that  said  “par¬ 
tisanship.”  But  no.  Since  they  are 
“radicals”,  it  is  their  job  to  ig¬ 
nore  axioms,  and  find  the 
“underlying  truths”  which  the 
masses  are  too  ignorant  to  see. 
This  is  what  is  taught  in  the 
political  science  department  on 
South  Campus. 

I’m  not  saying  that  the  teachers 
down  there  are  bad;  quite  the  con 


trary,  they  are  very  effective.  I 
wish  that  I  had  a  dollar  for  every 
student  who  told  me  this  story: 
“When  I  was  in  high  school,  I 
voted  for  Reagan  because  I  didn't 
know'  any  better.  All  that  I  cared 
about  was  good  grades  and  my 
career.  That's  what  all  my  friends 
were  like.  But  since  I  came  to 
ULowell,  my  eyes  have  been 
opened.  I'm  no  longer  apathetic. 
My  mind  has  been  edified  by  the 
teachers  here.  Now  please  don't 
distract  me  with  an  opposing  opi¬ 
nion  because  now  I  know  the 
truth  and  I’m  busy  trying  to  save 
the  world  and  the  whales.” 

As  I  said,  the  problem  is  not 
that  the  teachers  are  bad,  its  just 
that  they  are  predominantly  left- 
wing.  This  means  that  the 
chances  are  very  slim  that  a  stu¬ 
dent  will  be  able  to  get  a  well- 
balanced  political  education.  One 


of  the  statements  that  my 
aforementioned  poly-sci  ar¬ 
chetype  said  above  is  partially 
true:  many  students  do  come  to 
ULowell  knowing  nothing  about 
politics.  They  leave  here  thinking 
that  they  are  well-rounded  and 
well-versed  in  politics.  They  are 
not. 

There  is  not  one  single  pro¬ 
fessor  in  the  department  whom 
one  could  honestly  characterize  as 
conservative  (hey,  John  Tower 
needs  a  job!).  Despite  this  I’ve 
enjoyed  my  time  as  a  political 
science  major  her,  and  I  stead¬ 
fastly  believe  that  a  student 
should  pursue  the  opinions  of 
more  than  one  side  of  the  political 
spectrum  and  make  up  his  or  her 
own  mind.  The  problem  is,  that 
is  very  hard  to  do  at  ULowell.

Women’s  Studies/Women’s  concerns 


If  you  have  been  disappointed 
recently  by  the  lack  of  support 
and  networking  organizations  for 
women  on  campus,  now  is  the 
time  to  get  involved.  On  Monday, 
March  13th,  at  Noon,  in 
Mahoney  204,  South  Campus, 
there  will  be  an  organizational 
meeting  to  refocus  the  Women’s 
Studies  Program,  rebuild  the 
Women’s  Center,  and  generally 
try  to  address  a  broad  range  of 
concerns  about  women  at  the 
University  of  Lowell. 

According  to  Dr.  Karen 
Harbeck  (College  of  Education, 
West  Campus),  the  newly  ap¬ 
pointed  Director  of  Women’s 
Studies,  the  purpose  of  the  March 
13th  meeting  is  to  form  an  ad¬ 
visory  panel  on  women’s  con¬ 
cerns.  Representation  on  the 
panel  will  be  both  undergraduate 
and  graduate  students,  faculty 
members  from  numerous  depart¬ 
ments,  and  community  leaders 
from  the  Greater  Lowell  area. 
“The  hope  is  that  we  can  pool  our 
resources  and  more  effectively 
focus  our  energies  to  address 


gender-related  concerns,”  said 
Dr.  Harbeck.  “For  example,  the 
Lowell  Mills  were  one  of  the 
earliest  opportunities  for  women 
to  work  outside  the  home  in 
American  society.  University 
faculty  and  students  might  work 
in  conjunction  with  the  National 
Parks  Service  and  the  Tsongas  In¬ 
dustrial  History  Center  to 
broaden  our  knowledge  about 
these  women  by  sponsoring  a  lec¬ 
ture  series  on  Women  in  In¬ 
dustry:  Past  and  Present.” 

“Another  project  that  looks 
promising  is  a  lecture  series  on 
Women's  contributions  to 
American  Music.  Professor  Jan 
Shapiro,  of  the  Berklee  College 
of  Music,  has  agreed  to  present 
a  lecture/performance  on  The 
Boswell  Sisters,  an  early  jazz 
vocalist  group  from  the  1930’s. 
They  were  extraordinary  musi¬ 
cians,  and  their  life  story 
demonstrates  some  of  the  early 
gender  and  racial  bias  in 
American  music.  We  would  like 
to  open  these  lecture  series  to  the 
public  -  the  possibilities  are 


endless.” 

“We  have  suffered  a  sad  loss 
recently  with  the  death  of  Dr. 
Vida  Cobb-Stevens,  the  previous 
Director  of  Women’s  Studies 
here  at  Lowell.  In  this  time  of 
reflecting  upon  her  contributions 
to  the  Program  and  to  the  Univer¬ 
sity  community,  maybe  we  can 
strenghten  our  own  commit¬ 
ment.” 

“I  think  all  of  us  are  concern¬ 
ed  about  the  quality  of  academic 
and  personal  life  here  at  the 
University,”  said  Dr.  Harbeck. 
“It  is  our  hope  that  by  working 
together  at  this  time,  we  can  re¬ 
establish  the  Women’s  Center  and 
the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Group,  pro¬ 
vide  greater  support  services  to 
women  students,  and  generally 
heighten  the  awareness  of 
everyone  on  campus  about  gender 
issues,  both  in  and  out  of  the 
classroom.”

James  Lavallee

The  following  is  a  short  descrip¬ 
tion  of  why  we  feel  the  College 
of  Engineering  should  become  the 
James  B.  Francis  College  of 
Engineering. 

James  B.  Francis,  bom  on  May 
18,  1815,  started  his  career  at  age 
14  in  England.  He  moved  to  the 
United  States  at  age  18,  and 
worked  as  a  surveyor  and  draft¬ 
sman  for  Major  George 
Washington  Whistler  of  Locks 
and  Canals  on  the  Merrimack 
River.  Francis  had  little  formal 
education,  but  became  caught  up 


with  the  spirit  of  self- 
improvement  so  characteristic  of 
this  era. 

At  age  22  Francis  was  pro¬ 
moted  to  Chief  Engineer,  and  in 
1845,  he  was  selected  as  the 
Agent  and  Chief  Engineer  of 
Locks  and  Canals.  He  was  known 
as  the  “Engineer  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tions  of  Lowell”  until  his  retire¬ 
ment  in  1885. 

His  major  engineering  works 
included: 

1 .  Rebuilding  the  Pawtucket  dam 
and  widening  the  river 

2.  The  Northern  Canal  (Moody 
Street  Feeder) 

3.  The  Northern  Canal  Gate 
House  and  Guard  Dam 

4.  The  Francis  Gate  Complex  to 
prevent  floods  downtown 

5.  Dredged  the  Weirs  at  Lake 
Winnepesaukee 

6.  Dredged  the  1  1/2  mile  outlet 
from  Squam  Lake 

7.  The  first  independent,  urban, 
industrial  fire  fighting  system  in 
the  U.S. 

These  efforts  substantially  in¬ 
creased  power  at  Lowell.  Fran¬ 
cis  also  made  significant  advances 
in  theory  as  well  as  practice.  He 
made  designs  for  “Mixed  Flow 
Turbines”  which  became  known 


as  the  “Francis  Turbine.”  Fran¬ 
cis’  turbine  and  discharge  ex¬ 
periments  made  Lowell  one  of  the 
nation’s  first  industrial  research 
laboratories. 

Equipped  with  keen  insight  and 
a  flair  for  experimental  investiga¬ 
tion,  Francis  began  the  tradition 
of  scientific  research  in  industry, 
and  he  initiated  methods  of 
systematic  quantitative  testing 
that  characterize  today’s 
engineering  practices.  Francis 
published  and  delivers  over  100 
papers. 

Because  of  James  B.  Francis’ 
role  in  the  launching  of  a  science- 
based  research  technology,  his 
advancement  of  a  scholarly 
engineering  profession,  his  train¬ 
ing  of  young  engineers,  and  his 
example  of  civic  responsibility  in 
Lowell,  the  Dean,  the  faculty, 
and  the  students  of  the  College  of 
Engineering  believe  it  would  be 
most  fitting  for  the  Board  of 
Trustees  to  designate  their  college 
“The  James  B.  Francis  College 
of  Engineering.”

Last  Thursday  (March  2)  night, 
the  University  of  Lowell  Chiefs 
(16-12)  beat  Keene  State  (13-15) 
for  the  third  time  this  year  and  the 
tenth  straight  time,  90-81  at 
Costello  Gym.  The  win  put  the 
Chiefs  into  the  semi-final  round 
of  the  New  England  Collegiate 
Conference  Tournament  against 
second  seeded  University  of 
Bridgeport  (21-6)  this  past  Tues¬ 
day  (March  7) 

Thurday  nights  win  over  sixth 
seeded  Keene  State  kept  the  fans 
on  the  edge  of  their  seats  until  the 
final  minute.  The  game  wasn’t  as 
easy  for  the  Chiefs  as  their 
previous  two  wins  this  season 
against  the  Owls,  but  the  win  is 
what  really  mattered. 

Senior  Leo  Parent,  tallying  37 
points,  10  rebounds,  and  7 
assists,  played  his  usual  great 
game,  scoring  the  Chiefs  first 
seven  points.  The  Chiefs  held  the 
lead  through  much  of  the  first  half 


(usually  around  a  three  to  five 
point  margin)  until  a  technical  on 
coach  Stan  Van  Gundy  put  Keene 
State  ahead  25-24  with  2:40  re¬ 
maining  in  the  first  half.  Keene 
led  for  the  rest  of  the  half  until 
freshman  Mike  Mucher,  while  in 
traffic,  hit  a  3-pointer  at  the 
buzzer  to  tie  the  game  33-33.
